Public Service Note 


' Farmers are advised to be very careful in mak¬ 
ing future sub-divisions to be sure that the sub¬ 
division either adjoins or is directly across the road 
from more of their own farm land or that the returns 
from the sub-division are sufficient to provide a 
livelihood for one person after expenses. 

This “livelihood” means a “bare subsistence” 
and these requirements are quite low, but if the par¬ 
ed does not qualify then the buildings become 
assessable. 

“Twenty acres or more” does not necessarily 
constitute a farm under the present Assessment Act. 
Anyone contemplating sub-dividing their land should 
obtain information regarding this from the county 
office to avoid misunderstanding and sometimes con¬ 
siderable hardship. 

Piper To Be Paid On Defence Tune? 

The time seems to have come for Canada to 
start paying the price for its lack of a clear defence 
policy. It could be a remarkably stiff one, writes 
Clive Baxter in The Financial Post. For quite a while 
our allies in the NATO alliance have been unhappy 
and confused over the apparent contradictions and 
uncertainties that have poured from Ottawa. Now 
they are getting ready to "call” us. There are two 
important factors that have brought the long- 
simmering dispute to the boil: Canada’s failure to 
react to the NORAD alert during the Cuban crisis; 
the passing of the Nov. 1 deadline for Canada to 
agree to equip its RCAF squadrons in Europe with 
nuclear weapons. 

Both of these items reflect the awful confusion 
on defence that prevails among all political parties in 
Ottawa. What has our allies puzzled and angry is that 
the Canadian government has allowed a major na¬ 
tional debate to spring up in Canada — and in fact 
to take part in it — on a basic issue: Whether Canada 
should acquire nuclear arms. There is, however no 
question of Canadian forces taking possession of 
nuclear arms, U.S. law forbids it. What Washington 
has been urging Ottawa to do is to allow U.S. units 
to store nuclear warheads at bases in Canada and 
Europe now used by Canadian forces. Details of how 
this should be done were fully negotiated between 
Ottawa and Washington in 1960. The documents are 
still in safes in both capitals awaiting signing.
